That the greatest gift to the artist 
and the writer Is the power to conjure 
up hallucinations at will is the start­ 
ling theory of 
Prof. von Herkomer, 
who lectured the other day at the Roy ­ 
al Academy , London, on 
“Sight and 
Seeing.” 
“ It 
is the 
power that 
rules 
the 
world," he said, “without which science 
would be valueless and history have no 
meaning." 
Turning to the students closely fol­ 
lowing his speech, he sa id : 
“Be practical day dreamers, but do 
not think that because genius is al­ 
lied to insanity , insanity is necessarily 
genius. 
“ The g rea t difference between the 


sane and the Insane man with hallucin­ 
ations is that the sane man knows he 
lias them, and the insane man does 
not. 
There is no harm In having vis­ 
ions, so long as y ou know they are vis­ 
ions. 
There is 
no harm in 
being 
temporarily Insane so long ns y ou 
a r e 
conscious of y our condition. 
"Many of our greatest men have be­ 
come insane. 
T hat is because they 
ceased to be able to control their hal­ 
lucinations, which 
therefore 
became 
useless. 
"I knew an a rtist who could paint a 
portrait without a single sitting. 
He 
just looked at the chair, and his pow­ 
er of summoning a mental image of his 
subject was so strong that ho could 
see every feature and paint a faithful 
portrait. 
Eventually he lost control of 
his power and spent six teen y ears in 
an asy lum. 
“ I my self once had to paint a por­ 
trait of Wagner. 
He refused to sit to 
me, and said im patiently that I could 
look at him ns much ns I liked, but ho 
would not sit In a chair. 
Well, I got 
into a state of great mental ex citabil­ 
ity , and 
could 
not sleep 
or work. 
Eventually I did the portrait in tw o 
day s, without one sitting, and when I 
took it to W agner he embraced me and 
said be could not understand how I 
had done it. 
"That was an instance of conjuring 
up hallucinations a t will. 
Probably if 
I had gone on painting in that way I 
should have gone mad. 
“There Is uo doubt that genius is an 
abnormal development in a particular 
direction, and when this genius gets 
out of contrul y ou get what is called 
insanity . 
“Do not let me scare y ou. 
It Is not 
necessary to be insane to be a genius. 
Be day 
dreamers, but be 
practical. 
Have hallucinations, but know 
that 
y ou have them."

It is not generaly known, but it is a fact, 
th at with the salary of the present time the 
United 
S ta te s service is the most difficult 
governm ent In the world for an am b assado r 
to serve properly, because, with $17 ,000 a 
year, he is obliged to rent a house, meet his 
personal and domestic expenses, and enter­ 
tain accordin g to his official position in the 
country to which he is accredited. 
T h is is 
impossible, and leads to the belief in A m erica th at no 
one but 
a rich m an can accept the appointm ent to an 
"embassy. 
The idea is a bad 0 1 1 0 for the cou n try ; it is 
totally un-American and entirely wrong in principle. 
It 
is a fact that m any of the ablest and m ost suitable men 
w e have in A m erica are not rich men. 
F ro m this point 
o f view, the question ought to be considered very seri­ 
o u sly at home. 
In treatin g the subject o f the estab lish ­ 
m ent and entertaining o f an am b assado r abroad, it must 
be remembered that this is not a question of pending Mr. 
S o a ml-So with his fam ily to live in ease and com fort 
fo r a term of years in Europe. 
On the contrary, the in­ 
dividual sent counts for com paratively little, by himself, 
but the am b assa d o r of the United S tates of America is 
a person who represents the 
whole n a t io n ; he Is re­ 
ceived as such and trea ted as such. 
The national pride 
o f every American dem an ds that he shall represent prop­ 
e rly and live up to his station. 
He is the recipient of 
very many social courtesies and acts of politeness which 
he is obliged, of course, to return in kind. 
H is col­ 
leagues, the am b a ssa d o rs of G erm any and England and 


France, do these things in m ansions which belong to 
their governments, and with sa la rie s which are tw ice a t 
large a s his. or even more.

The evolution of the steamship Is a gauge to tho prog­ 
ress of the whole civilized world In this last period of 
tremendous material activity. 
The modern ship is a 
closely compacted municipality, with every convenience 
of the most progressive American city. 
Tho steward, 
When he is arranging bls menu for the day, takes down 
his telephone and calls up a dozen different sections of 
the great supply department, for all the world like the 
housewife who makes use of the phone to order from 
the butcher, the grocer and the caterer. 
The passenger 
who does not care to dress and leave her stateroom lies 
comfortably In lier berth and calls up the friend at the 
Other end of the vessel for a quiet morning c h a t 
The 
ship would be behind tho times Indeed that could not 
advertise “telephones In all staterooms.” 
Another strict­ 
ly novel comfort Is tho electric fan, which effectually 
banishes that stuffy sea atmosphere that formerly was 
so disagreeable when tho water was tranquil. 
The busy man who wants to work on the way over, 
and does hot care to take his secretary with him, can 
have the services of an expert stenographer and the In­ 
experienced traveler need not make out her itinerary 
before leaving home. 
All she has to do Is to apply to 
the bureau of Information for advice. 
Here she can 
obtain trustworthy statistics of distances, hotel accommo­ 
dations and cost of travel and lodging; Iii fact, anything 
she wants to know, which Is certainly more satisfactory 
than tho old way of taking Tom, Dick and H arry’s Im­ 
perfect recollection and confused Impression of things 
they saw and experienced several years ago. 
For the 
benefit of the same Inexperienced person, the modern 
steamer provides another great convenience, the trav­ 
eler’s check. 
This is issued iii denominations from 


$10 to $100, in the currency of the country to be visited. 
The woman who knows nothing of Italian money gets 
a few small cheeks translated for her into terms of the 
foreign coin, and a letter of identification which will 
enable her to cash the checks at a certain bank, where 
she will receive various other courtesies, as the ward 
of the steamship company. 
Verily, travel has been made 
easy for the American who “slmifiy must see Europe.” 
It has not only been made easy. 
It has been made 
safe! 
The old, disagreeable rolling Is practically done 
away with, since the builders have taken to providing 
the vessels wit Ii bilge keels, attached amidships to the 
hull. 
The hull Itself is a double construction with from 
IOO to 200 water-tight compartments, all of which can 
be closed Instantly by the officer on the bridge, so that lf 
one of them should spring a leak the water could not 
be communicated to the others. 
There is now no danger 
that the first-class, or even the steerage passenger, might 
be called upon to do duty at the pumps. 
The modern 
'fillip is practically unsinkable. 
There are superbly decorated salons, libraries, music 
rooms and smoking apartments. 
The promenade deck

falfa may be exjiected to produce large 
and valuable crujw for a number of 
years without reseeding.
